The present application was filed with claims numbered 1-49, which were 
amended in a Preliminary Amendment filed September 20, 2000. Specifically, the 
claims were amended, without prejudice, to reduce the claims fees, by canceling claims 
3, 4, 8, 9, 13, 20, 23, 24, 27, 29, 30, 39, 41, 48 and 49. The dependencies of various 
other claims were amended to reduce the claims fees.
